MARSFILLE, France, Nov. 16. 
~—{UP)-—Police and troops in full 
battle gear rcunded up more than 
1.500 un.on leaders and demon 
strators in strike-bound Marseille 
Sunday shortly after the govern- 
ment announced plans to break 
the five-day waterfront strike with 
soldiers and sailors 


Those arrested were charged 
with “suspicicur activity” and it 
was indicatec th~ raids and arrests 
would continue daily throughout 
next week in an effort to break 
the spreading strikes, fomented 
by Communists protesting election 
of a De Gaullist Mayor of Mar- 
seilie. 

The roundups started Saturday 
when 82 perron were taken into 
custody and six ordered held for 
trial on charges they were leaders 
in sast Wednesday's rioting in 
which one Communist demonstra: 
ter was killed anc another wound 
ed by gunfire. 

Heavy reinforcements of mobile

All of those rounded up today 
were taken to police headquarters 
and subjected to intensive ques- 
tioning. About 400 were ordered 
held for further ir-vestigation and 
the: remainder were released. 
Eleven persons all forcigners of 
diverse nationalities, were booked 
on charges of being in France il- 
legally. 

The round-up was carried out 
by grim-faced, helmeted troops. 
They questioned everyone found 
in the streets and took into cus- 
tody those whose actions appeared 
“suspicious” as well as those who 
were not quick with their answers.

Both Florida and Alabama prices 
hit all-time peaks, but Georgia's 
were below those of 1920, when 
they were 117 percent above those 
prevailing in the 1912-14 period, 

Georgia farm land prices show 
the largest increase between 1939 
and 1947, having advanced 110 
percent. Alabama's gain is 97 per- 
cent for this period and Florida's 
73 percent. 

The national average for the 
1939-47 span is a 93 percent gain. 

Using 100 percent as the index 
for the 1912-14 period, the Bu- 
reau’s report shows that Alabama's 
prices now are 140 percent greater, 
Florida’s 126 and Georgia's 68. 

In 1939 Georgia’s average was 
only 80 percent of the 1912-14 pe- 
riod, while Alabama’s was 22 per- 
cent greater and Florida’s 31 per- 
cent higher.

WASHINGTON, D. C.--(By Mail)-—Al Laney, 

one of the most charming of gentlemen, and a 

member of the New York Herald Tribune sports 

staff, has written a book which all newspapermen, relatives and 

friends of newspaper people, and persons for whatever reason inter- 
ested in newspapers, will want to read. 

It is “The Paris Herald,” and it is the story of that fabulous and 
legendary American newspaper published in Paris for almost 40 
years. 

James Gordon Bennett is portrayed effectively, for the first time. 
And there marches through the pages of the book a great collection 
of newspapermen, many of them rare characters, and some who 
became famous and even now enjoy that fame. 

The late Col. Tillinghast L’Hommedieu Huston is in it. And so is 
the late Bill McGeehan and, in necessary detail, there is the story 
of Sparrow Robertson and his “Old Pals.” If you would add to those 
three the late Wilbert Robinson you would have the four greatest 
tharacters sports ever knew; the best and the sweetest and the most 
lovable characters of them all. They were all my friends, save the 
Sparrow. Him I saw but twice, in Paris, and him I bought some 
double brandies, which were mother’s milk to him, and I appeared 
one morning in his column, after our first meeting, as follows: 

Old Pals “My old pal Ralph McGill dropped in yesterday for a 

visit, bringing news of Old Pals in the States, Bill 
McGeehan and Col. Til Huston. It is about time they crossed the big 
blue for a visit.” 

The Sparrow never bought a drink, and he never seemed to 
sleep. His column, when you first read it, was a hodge-podge of 
hackneyed phrases and cliches of the Gay Nineties, and you won- 
dered why they printed it. But, the next day you read it again and 
you were forever a Sparrow reader. Once a delegation of news- 
papermen called on Eugene O'Neil. the great playwright, then at 
the height of his fame. He asked if any in the group knew Sparrow 
Robertson and when he found one did, he insisted on talking only 
about the Sparrow? “He is the greatest writer in Europe,” said 
O'Neil. 

Col. Tillinghast L’Hommedieu Huston is in the book, as I said, 
He and Bill McGeehan, the greatest phrase maker and the best 
sports columnists of all time, used to visit Europe together. Al Laney 
has some fine -stories of these two, whose every day produced great 
stories. Life was fun, with them, and they produced always Olym- 
pian laughter, great sentiment and a Rabelasian mood which was 


wonderful to know.

The guide was paid off and the two of them got a taxi and set 
out for the club where they were to lunch with a British Journalist. 
They watered down their anger at several pubs, but the Colonel was 
still on fire when they got out in front of the club. There was a 

huge doorman there, resplendent in uniform and cape, 

The Colonel paused in front of him. 

“Hurrah for Bloody Mary,” he shouted. | 

“Quite so, sir,” said the doorman, never blinking an eye, swing- 
ing wide the door. 

The Colonel entered, calmer now that he had done justice to the 


lady's name. 


Once at St. Andrews, the two had adjoining rooms at 
a small Scottish hotel. When the Colonel went to 
settle his bill he found all the bar bills of the week, a not incon- 
siderable amount, on his bill. He asked about it, and the Scottish lass 
at the desk said: 

“Well, sir, when you gentlemen registered here, the other gen- 
tleman (Bill McGeehan) said to me like this, sir: 

“T belong.” he said, “to the old sheep-stealing clan of McGregor. 
If there are any sheep stolen in the neighborhood, charge them to 
me. If there is any whiskey drunk here, as there might be, charge 
it to him,” 


Farmer The Colonel did a fine job for Georgia and the South in 
his farm experiments and his Jersey cattle breeding at 
Butler Island, one of the Golden Isles of Georgia. 

One of the finest weekends I ever spent was at the Colonels 
house. He gave a graduation party for one of his Jersey bulls which 
had been sent back home after having been lent for a year to the 
University of Georgia’s dairy herd, It was a wonderful weekend, 
I recall yet that the bull, in a special pen on the greensward of the 
lawn, had on a mortar-board cap- with horns sticking through it. 
Some wag, McGeehan, I think, had written out a diploma. 

The Colonel and Bill McGeehan both died in Georgia and are 
buried underneath the Wesley oaks near Brunswick, a fact which 
must amuse their ghostly ectoplasms as they gather nightiy to crack 
a ghostly pint end talk of the old days.

Have a Plan 


Those who persist in believing the American 

Communist Party has no connection with Mos- 

’ cow might well ponder the program which the 

Party has set forth for the special session of Congress opening today. 

The U. S. Commies have declined to join, publicly at least, the 
newly formed Communist Bureau of Information, called the Comin- 
form, which is nothing but a revival of the old Comintern Stalin 
ostentatiously abolished during Russia’s hard-pressed days during 
the German invasion. 

And it is the Cominform, incidentally, which most likely stands 
beck of the current wave of rioting and violence in France and 
Italy. If the Kremlin is umable to win its objectives by infiltra- 
tion tactics, it certainly is not above resorting to an attempt at 
force. 

But the American Commies were afraid of the Voorhis Act, 
which directs all agents of foreign powers in this country to regis 
ter with the State Department, and stayed out of the Cominform. 
Never any great hands at achieving their purpose with the light 
of publicity turned on, they prefer to refrain from acive partict- 
pation in the Kremlin's latest revolution-promoting organization 
and do their work in this country in the quiet shadows, 


P Anyone familiar with the varied aspersions cast upon 
FOgTaM the United States by V. M. Molotov and Andrei Vish- 
insky will not be surprised at what the Communists in this country 
demand of Congress. 

First, they gently get over the idea that Soviet Russia is all 
sweetness and light, struggling to maintain peace and security for 
its people and those who, however unwillingly, have come under 
the domination of Moscow. 

Next, they label America’s foreign policy as “warmongering.” 
It seems such a charge is getting quite familiar and there can't 
be much doubt where it originated. r | 

In their view, the Marshall Plan is nothing more than a ruse to 
set up military bases for an attack by the United States upon peace- 


fully inclined Russia. 
All-Out But here the Communists really go all out. The Con- 
gress should vote immediately a minimum of $10- 
600,000,000 for foreign aid. That, of course, doesn’t sound like 
they're against the Marshall Plan. But the catch is, the unrecon- 
tructed Muscovites would have the money allocated “with prior- 
ity to those nations which made the greatest contribution to victory 
and suffered the worst devastation in the anti-Axis war.” 

And there's no concealing their opinion that Soviet Russia would 
lead the list. For isn’t it true that Moscow never mentions the 
role played by the Western Allies in the war? Hasn’t Stalin him- 
self credited the Red Army with a single-handed victory? 

As for the domestic economy, which the Commu- 


Roll-Back nists sadly agree is wholly controlied. by Wall Street, 
sweeping changes are demanded. They want prices rolled back to 
the June, 1946, level. That this would financially ruin thousands, 
perhaps millions, of small businesses is no concern of theirs—unless 
they figure that the ensuing confusion would enhance the Com- 
munist chances for success. 

They also would exempt low-income groups from taxes and 
abolish the withholding tax altogether. ; 

With this drastic tax reduction proposal, the Communists con- 
veniently forget to say how our Government would get that $10. 
000,000,000 for foreign relief, most of which they of course would 
expect to go to Russia. 

It goes without saying that they demand destruction of all our 
atomic bombs, with no more oveing manufactured. ,We should pro- 
mote universal disarmament and closely link ourselves with “the 
democratic people’s Governments” in Eastern and Southeastern 
Europe. 

These countries all are in the Soviet orbit and refuse to trade 
with the Western world. But that situation, according to the Com- 
munists, is due to the policies of our Government which have 
“barred us from that expanding market with its warmongering 


and its ‘get tough with Russia’ policy.” 
Link Maybe it’s true that the American Communists have no sus- 

tained, direct link to the Kremlin. It could be just that 
they're so attuned to the Stalin. philosophy their intuition naturally 
leads them to adopt precisely the program the Politburo would en- 
dorse.

What Is This Fear That Grips the World? 


Fear grips the world today as never before in 
the long travail that is history. It taints the oxygen 


that men breathe: it Impregnates the work at which 
they labor, and tinctures the food that they eat; the 
specter of it is the cause of their restless sleep. In 
the dim recesses of history, fear originally was an 
instinct, common to all animal life. Publius Sta- 
tius, a Latin poet who lived before Christ, said that 
“fear in the world first created the gods.” This is 
a reasonable assumption. The Stone Age and the 
Iron Age knew fear in its simplest and most direct 
forms, but, as civilization progressed, fear took on 
complexities undreamed of by the ancients. The 
Industrial Age multiplied the total of man’s pre- 
vious alarms and dreads many times. From an 
instinct, fear became a habit. 

Then, Hiroshima heralded the terrible dawn of 
the Atomic Age. Like mushrooms after a Spring 
shower there sprang @p a hideous new crop of 
fears. By comparison, those that possessed man- 
kind in the time of Ghengis Kahn, called the 
“Scourge of God,” or later in the days of Torque- 
mada or of Ivan the Terrible, might be considered 
as local and of small concern. Ghengis Khan and 
his Mongols galloped across 60 degrees of the lon- 
gitude of Europe, terrorizing as they went. They 
were devils, but they were also flesh and blood. 
Torquemada restricted his fiendish activities to the 
“infidels” under Spanish rule. The cruel and in- 
haman Ivan terrorized only Russia. 


But today the whole world trembles for its 
very life, and fears for the continuance of civill- 
zation. It becomes hysterical at the thought of 
the imminent dissolution of our planet by atomic 
force. In our modern world, nation fear nations 
because they do not understand one another. 
Races hate and distrust each other for the same 
reason. Ideologies clash against ideologies, while 
religions fight for power. 


The rich and powerful United States, with the 
highest standard of living on earth, is not more free 
from fear than any other. Perhaps because of its 
advanced and, therefore, exposed position, it is 
even more fearful. True, America is doing much 
to stabilize a world that totters on the brink of 
disaster. Our citizens are in general agreement 
that we must give tangible and substantial aid, 
under the Marshall Plan, to the starving and suf- 
fering peoples in Western Europe. But does not 
our altruism spring, in the last analysis, from fear”

Of course, almost anything is possible to 
science, and perhaps fear, too, may be overcome 
within the foreseeable future. Medical men have 
found the way to control scores of once-fatal 
plagues of the flesh. They have even made not- 
able progress in curing the mentally ill. Will the 
laboratories fail to produce immunity to fear? 


In the meantime, the habit of being apprehen- 
sive grows upon us. One might ponder the possi- 


bility of applying to fear the psychological formula | 


that William James advocated for breaking weaker 
and perhaps less instinctive habits. The whole 
problem would have to be attacked from the stand 
point of mass psychology. Of course, some in- 
grained fears of long standing have become ha- 
bitual to protect life and to make the individual 
adaptable in a civilized society. However, today 
the average person, in America at least, 


or mob fears. 
the habit of vague and general fear, he must under- 
stand that the desire to be free of a habit is of 
the first importance in accomplishing that result. 
Next, one seeking freedom from such fear should 
never in any circumstances permit himself to be 
afraid. 

Step number three would require the fear-bound 
to do something each day that he did not wish to do, 


on the theory that thus his mind would be dis- | 


tracted from fear while, at the same time, he would 
strengthen his power of will. The fourth step in 
the cycle would be to lose no opportunity to stand 
firmly against mass fear. Above and beyond all 
of these man-made rules is prayer, the most power 
ful and effective aid of all. 

However, I believe that 60 percent of our fears 
are without any basis, and that most of the other 
40 percent are unworthy. As far back as the six- 
teenth century Francis Bacon said that “nothing is 
to be feared but fear.”’ More than 300 years later 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, at a low ebb in our national 
life, revised this to read: “The only thing we have 
to fear is fear itself.’ In this rephrasing he gave 
our nation a new courage. The people of America 
and of the world never have had greater need 
than now to remember these wise words.

Two 
mornings also are devoted to 
sewing classes, when they learn 
how to make their children’s 
clothes with little expenditure, 
learn the tricks of renovating 
old clothes so that they may be 
passed on from one child to the 
other. 


And one afternoon a week, 
these mothers hold their club 
meeting, where they learn about 
civic responsibility, plan money- 
making projects to build up a 
treasury which is loaned with- 
out interest to any member of 
the group who is suddenly faced 
with dire need. They grow flow- 
ers and take them each w 
to Grady Hospital, and they col- 
lect a love offering every week 
to buy flowers for bereaved 
neighbors. 

But none of these mothers 
have anyone to care for their 
babies while they are attending 
class. They tried bringing their 
children along last year, but 
found ‘it difficult to sew or cook 
or listen to lectures with their 
babies crying at their knees.

Nursery material with which 
Mrs. Thompson fairly charms 
these youngsters for two hours 
consists of a few boxes of cray- 
ons and drawing paper, a half- 
dozen dog-eared books from
